A well-known elllten Ihiia deaeribea lila 
eiiN'rienee during the ahock Tneaday night: 
"We all made a rush for the atreet. Imt 
when we aaw liiiilil ni;s swaying and walla 
toppling Into Uie alrreta In every direrl:on. 
a feeling Of daanair aeemad lo aeUe upon 
evTrybody. I, for on^ realited the iisi'leaa- 
nnw of attempting to e~cape and 1 saw 
olhers stop and stand kMI as If gltlngUieni- 
selvi« up to whatever late pad In atore for 
them. The aickening aensatioii caiuied by 
Uie movement of the earth waa hanlly more 
appalling than the lerflble noise which ae- 
nimpaiiled the ahock. This was not very 
loud but wu like a low and threatening 
growl under the enrth. The p'eic iig ctiea 
of frightened woiiii'u ami rli l.ln n and the 
frenzied aliouta of men calling to one an- 
other and altanpUng to organlte aome 
meana of rescue formed a singular contrast 
to this aublerranean thunder. 

"People sIocmI despaltuiK for n nionient 
and then a tumultous nuih was maile for 
open apace*. I ran aa faat aa anybody, yet 
I recall vividly tbe borror pictured on the 
facea of those near me. The thing hits 
made nn indelihle Impression on my mind, 
and even now 1 look for Uutt ominous roar. 
Tho weeping of women and Uie bnarae cries 
of the men as Ihey ran hiUior end thither 
among the wrecks of walls and leletraph 
w ires cjin ne\cr N' adei|unlely (lesciilHil.** 

The largest ciowd of fuullivBs collected 
In Marlon 8<|unte In llie rcnler of Uie city. 
Three shocks followed one another at abort 
intervals, and hardly had the panic caused 
hv oun (larlinlly nhalnl whenanc'.her tremor 
of tho earUi renewed the alarm. So fright- 
ened were Hie wailliii> rrowd that they 
iiardly [I'treii rd tlitit e.irli shock wtt.H some- 
what liitliler tiniii lla proleceasor. It was 
only lale in the morning that the prayerful 
and ile«>|iairini; throng, finding the earth 
once mole wiliil for many houia. gathered 
coiiiniie eiiMiuh to a^'nin seek the neighbor- 
hood of tiiclr shntlcii'il homes

MOllE SHOCKS. 

At a quarter past five o'clock Inst even- 
ing, when thousands of Uie jieople of 
riiarleston were out In Uie open squares 
anil vnr:iiil places of the city, lingering and 
resigned In ntiollier night of anxiety, fear 
Slid terror, the premonitory symptoms of 
sn enrtlniuake wer.i heard and felt In a 
slight vibrnlory wave and shock that passed 
along over tlie city. No additional damage 
or wreeltnue of hiilldin'KS followed, but 
men. women ;uiil eh ldren, mil In the open 
spaces, \viietor awhile i;niillv ni;;lated. 
Kortunnloly Iho weullier hnn been pieaswiit 
and the privations and liardslilpa attending 
outdoor exposures not severe. However, 
Hie S'limtlon Is heeonilnc desperate, with a 
whole 1 ilv c-.iiupe'I out. Ill a lerrlhle state of 
fear, 'l lie iiegiot* have taken imssesslon of 
alt tbo parka and vacant lota oud an hold- 
ing excited payermeeilngs.

A niniWing noise can be 
heard distinctly, but nn disturlMncuH are felt 
here. The whole |Hipuiatlon Is awake and 
tbe colored foika are engaged In religious 
exercise. Among the white people It is gen- 
erally thought that tbe erials Is over. It will 
be umli'rsliMKi how iiuposslhle it Is to furnish 
figures relaliriK to los.s of life wlipii it Is 
known thautii the streets are blockade<l and 
travel through the debria la lni)iosalble ex- 
ii'pt with Kreat dlfflcuRr and apparent peril. 

At tliM moment another latlMr severe 
shiM'k has Jiis| p.-ussed over Uie elt]^ toppling 
over a iiuiiiUt of lioiism.

Iilspatchea from all over 
(lenrgia aute that tbe ahock* felt liere were 
nnlloed threughout the State, but no aerluiis 
damage Is reported. 

BKAt-roiiT, S. C, Sept 3.— The earth- 
quskn shock was felt here at V:.'SO and was 
very severe. In fart tlipre were several 
nliis'lis nl iiihT'.'sN of nhoiit live minuter 
In nil there were lilli'en. most of them, ex- 
cept the tirst, being slight The first shock 
knorked chimney tope down, shook picliites. 
stopped clocks Slid drove people In fright 
from Uielr iioiisos. The shook* which fol- 
\onfA kept the i>eopIe in a terrible afate of 
alarm. At alsiut l ::'> Wednesday morning 
tliero waa auolhi'i iuii.' severe shock.

WAsnisoTOJi, Sept 9,— Major Powait, 
Pliwtor of tho United States fleolngieat 
Survey, fiirtilshes the Infonnatinn that oh' 
servationsal Washinittim showed the direc- 
tion of the sliocka of earUiquake Tueaday 
night lo be a very little north of eaatand 
tiie vibrations from IIK to 190 per minute^ 
Tiiis earlhi|uake, like earthquakes In gen- 
eral, is allril'iit'sl lo Inlenml illsim h:ince re- 
sulting In a coiitrnctioii of the earth's crust 
The occurrence of earthquakes In the east- 
ern portion of tho United States Is attributed 
to geologic facta, which an behig earef uliy 
studied, and which Indloalei that in Georgia 
and Uie Carollnas, Viiglnia and northward 
tliera ia a seaward tilting of tho surface, nn- 
questionably connected with aublerranean 
movements. It may be queationed wbatber 
there has ever been a general movement on 
nny part of the earth's surface ninch more 
eneri.'cllr or rapid than that now taking 
pl;ii e nloni; tl'p .MInntie hlopo, and the com- 
parative iininunity fioin serious earthquakes 
Is due more to the lea* profiwnd depth of 
Uili great displacement and the absence of 
voloanle -Tenia than to tbe abaanoeof great 
earth morements.
